-lIf a house could be blown up with safety 


ao that the whole building would collapse 


| and, in go doing, extinguish the fire in 


the interior, the use of gunpowder or 
dynamite at conflagrations would bea 
most valuable innovation, but ’so long 
aa it commonly reaults in working ruin 
among the interior fittings of a house 
and the windows and doors, we entirely 
agree with His Excellency that it is 
desirable to find better means for extin- 
guishing fires. It should, however, be 
remembered that a “ Hook and Ladder 
Brigade is” not likely to prove as useful 
here as at Shanghal. In Shanghai, if 
we are rightly informed, the bulk of the 
houses are’ peculiarly constructed with 
the aid of timbors, and it is one of the 
easiest matters possible for these buildings 
to be demolished by: the “Hook and Lad- 
der Brigade.” It would be well for the 
Government to enquire into this matter 
before organising one. of these brigades, 
General satisfaction will be felt-at the 
intimation of Hia Exocéllency that steps 
will be taken to increase the fresh water 
supply. This isa aubject of far greater 
importance than the building of anew 
prison, breakwater, observatory, or any” 
other erection that Mr Hennessy has 
proposed, Its importance is not greater 
with reapeot to the supply of water at 
fires than jn regatd to the supply of 
water to the Colony for domestic and 
sanitary purposes—-a point which we 
were glad to see was again warmly al- 
luded to by Mr Keswick. We feel 
convinced that unless something is 
done to improve the sanitary condition 
of this Colohy, not only with regard to 
the water eupply, but with respect to 
the drainage, and the overcrowded and 
filthy state in which the bulk of the 
Chinese live here, that some day an 
epidemio will break out in the Colony, 
compared with which the horrors of the 
great conflagration of 1878 will bo but 
a trifle, Evidenco was brought before 
the Legislative Council a few months 
ago, and published in this journal, which 
aught to be sufficient to satisfy any 
enlightened administration aa to the 
necessity-for investigating and improving 
the sanitary condition of this ‘Colony, 
while if further evidence on tho same 
subject is needed it can be readily 
obtained. by a walk through our native 
quartiers. —_

Accorp1nG to the most reliable advices 
from Haiphong, the redoubtable Li 
Yung-taoi is gradually gaining a foothold 
in Tonquin, the northern province of 
Anam. Having captured the town of 


Thai Nguyén, about forty miles to the} 


north-east of Hanoi, he had. threatened 
the - more~ important position. of Bak 
Ninh, where-there resides a Governor of 
some ability. From our latest letters, 
however, it appears that Li-has effected a 
retrograde movement from Bak Ninh, 
and his intentions are-not very clearly 
apparent, Bak Ninh, however, is not 
more than fifteen milea from ‘Hanoi’;
